Very Small Damage 
From 
Blaze 
Which Starts in Accumulation 
of Trash Under a Stairway 


A down town blaze Friday night at 
8:40 o’clock <li«l damage to several 
oi eupants in the Coleman building, 
315, 317 and 319 North Main Mreet, 
with the total loss estimated at near 
#400, all resulting from water. 
The places damaged were the Ora 
Flint electrical store and the Nathan 
Fletcher shoe shop, located on the 
lower floor, and living suites upstairs 
occupied by G«*orge Mason on the 
north, and Miss Fronra Means, on 
the south. 


I he blaze started in an accumu- 
ation of trash underneath a rear 
tairway, and soon the entire build­ 
ing, which is a frame structure, was 
tilted with smoke, and gave the ap- 
pearanee of a serious tin*. On ac ­ 
count of tin* smoke, firemen 
were 
handicapped in locating the blaze, 
and 
directed 
stream s 
of 
water 
through tin* upstairs windows. 
Firemen were bitterly criticized for 
permitting outside help to 
handle 
some oi the stream lines, and it was 
pointed out that gas masks arc need­ 
ed among the equipment in or«l«*r to 
locate smoke fir«*s. The loss from fir«* 
did not exceed $25. 
Fire Chief Williamson stated to­ 
day that on account of the building 
being a frame structure, he «lid not 
want to take any chance of it break­ 
ing out in flames, and getting beyond 
control, and placed water on it. Che­ 
micals could have easily extinguished 
the blaze, if it 
could 
have 
been 
found. 
Th<* building is owned by Dr. W. 
S. Coleman of Miami, Fla., and it 
has been fre«piently under inspection 
by the state fire marshal as a fire 
hazard. The loss on the building from 
fire and water is placed at #200. 
Electrical fixures of Ora 
Flint 
were damaged, by water and his loss 
was estimated at $150. Mr. Fletcher 
was 
probably 
damaged the least, 
with smoke and water doing about 
$10 damages. George Mason's rooms 
were soaked with water, and his loss 
was placed a t $25, with no insurance 
Miss Mean’s loss was estimated at 
$40, with no insurance. 


Dr. Coleman and the contents of 
the two business houses are protect­ 
ed by insurance.

Calvin Coolidge today officially took 
over the control of the government 
of the United iStates. 


In a temporary White House on 


the third floor of the New Willard 
Hotel, the new president performed 
the first functions of his new office.

istration was to plan the funeral ar- 
rangements of his chief, who died. 


•Immediately upon his arrival, Mr. 


Coolidge summoned the members of 
his cabinet who are in town — Secre- 
tary of State Hughes and Postmas- 
ter General Harry S. New. 


It was decided that the body of 


the late president will be met by the 
new executive and the members of 
his official 'family — the same fam- 
ily which functioned for Mr. .Hard- 
ing — and escorted 
to 
the • White 


House when it arrives here Tuesday. 


The state funeral will take place 


on Wednesday when the body of 
Mr. Harding' will be • taken down 
Pennsylvania Avenue where he rode 
a little more than two years ago to 
his inaugural, to the capitol, where 
it will lie in state in the great ro- 
tunda. 


The display that goes with the 


funeral of a chief of the state, will 
be given when the cortege moved 
from' the White House to the capitol. 


There will be &- military band 


playing the funeral march, and an 
escort of soldiers pacing 
slowly. 


Members of the supreme cour,t, diplo- 
mats and representatives of every 
phase of Washington's ofTicial life 
will be in the procession, according 
to the plans which were announced 
siorWy after Mr. Coolidge left Wash- 
ington.

Harding Breaks Down On Eve Of 
Appeal For World Peace As Wil- 


son Did Four Years Ago 


SIMILARITY IN tWO CAUSES 


Death Came Tq President 'When 


Burdens Of Office Began To 


Weigh Heavily Upon Him 


(By United Press) 


Washington, Aug. 4.—The break 


down which resulted 
in President 


Harding's death was due to 
ov^r- 


strain attendant upon his campaign 
for world peace and domestic tran- 
quility. 


Curiously enough, President Hard- 


ing's strong physique • faltered the 
eve of his address scheduled at San 
Francisco appealing for American 
participation in world tribunal to 
preserve the peace of the world. It 
was just four years ago next month 
that Woodrow Wilson broke down 
under the strain of a similar cam- 
paign and passed out of the White 
House an invalid. 


Death came to the president at a 


time when the burdens of his office 
were beginning to weigh heavily up- 
on him. He found himself in the 
midst of a bitter battle over his 
foreign policy, the latest develop- 
ment of which was his determination 
to have America enter the 
World 


Court. He also was confronted with 
assurance of party irregularity and 
strife on domestic issues. 


Many of his intimate friends, who 


knew Harding as the man, rather 
than as the President, expressed the 
view today that after all death may 
have come as a welcome relief.

House on the tour that

He had grown up, on Main St., 


and ho never got to feel at home on 
Pennsylvania Ave. 
The atmosphere 


of intrigue, self-seeking and schem- 
ing ambition that possesses many of 
the satellites who gather 
around 


every President worried him. He 
often commented to his friends he 
had never really known human na- 
ture in its ugly aspects until he be- 
came President. 
Little petty trick- 


eries that other Presidents passed 
over as part of the game irritated 
him and made him unhappy. Ele- 
mental honesty was one of the con- 
spicious things about Harding. 


Three days after lie received the 


presidential 
nomination 
in 1920, 


newspapers throughtout the country 
printed a dispatch saying he had 
been barn in a log cabin. He called 
in the newspaper correspondents 
that morning, holding the clipping in 
his (hand. 


"I'm sorry, boys, I wish I hail been 


born in a log cabin", he said "But 
the honest truth is that I wasn't 
It wr.s «. small house, but it wasn't 
a log cabin." 


This rejection of sure-fire political 


hokum was typical of him both as a 
candidate and as President. 
Like 


many other busy public men, Hard- 
ing found it necessary to employ 
assistants in preparing data for 
many of his addresses. lie had nev- 
er used historical allusions in his 
spcecseh. But one of his able assis- 
tants worked out nn apt reference 
to Oliver Cromwell for the perora- 
tion of one address. Harding scowl- 
ed through his glasses as he came 
to it in inspecting the manuscript. 


"That goes out'' he remarked. "It 


sounds fine, but it doesn't sound like 
me., I am not enough of a scholar 
to use much history, so we'll have 
to get along without Cromwell."
